Election/Restrictions

I. Claims 1-29, drawn to a spin coating process using at least one solvent, classified 
in class 427, subclass 240. 

II. Claims 30-34, drawn to a spin coating process using first and second speeds and 
dispensing in an arc translation, classified in class 427, subclass 240. 

III. Claim 35, drawn to a spin coated product made by a process using first and 
second speeds and dispensing in an arc translation, classified in class 428,

IV. Claim 36, drawn to a spin coated product made by a process using at least one 
solvent, classified in class 428, subclass 64.2. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and IV, and Inventions II and HI, are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it 
can be shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different 
modes of operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). 
In the instant case inventions I and IV are directed to a method of spin coating using at least one 
solvent having a boiling point of about 1 10-250 degrees C, and a product made thereby. 
Invention II and III are directed to a method of spin coating using first and second speeds and 
moving the dispenser via an arc translation, and a product made thereby. Inventions I and IV, 
and II and III, have different modes of operation and different functions. 
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3. Inventions I and IV are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 
are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 
made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the 
product as claimed can be made by another materially different process, for example the product 
can be made by a dipping or spraying process instead of by spin coating. 

4. Inventions II and III are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 
are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 
made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the 
product as claimed can be made by another materially different process, for example the product 
can be made by a dipping or spraying process instead of by spin coating.
